Sheriff Kelley Takes It to Fayette- 
ville for Analysis.

Pryor Cates was a wealthy farmer, and 
on the day before his death he went to 
Hot Springs with a load of produce. He 
was accompanied by his wife and two men. 
At Hot Springs he bought a pint of whis- 

They all drank shortly after leaving 
Mot Springs on the return trip. At a 
place a short distance from home Cates. 
stopped and watered the team, When he 
returned and hitched up the men insisted 
upon his taking another drink. He con- 
sented, and in a very short time he died 
in convulsions. A physician named Dr. 
H. Woodall, who lives near the Cates farm, 
Was suspected of having furnished the

Mr. Burden’s Jewelry Both Expensive 
and Troubleso--e. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—Mr. I. Townsend 
Burden has gone through a good deal of 
vexation of spirit since the theft of his 
family jewels last winter, but the climax 
of his troubles seemed to come yesterday 
when the United States custom authorities 
refused to give up the recovered gems until 
they had been appraised. 

What is worrying Mr. Burden most now 
is whether or not he will have to pay some- 
thing like $17,000 duty on the jewels as a 
new importation. Mr. Burden thinks it is 
hard luck to have his diamonds purloined 
and after months of expense in tracing | 
thieves and finally capturing his gems, to 
have the Government step in and demand 
a duty. 

That is the way the affair stands to-day, 
for the Collector of the Port has refused 
to give up the jewels and insists on breaking 
open the package. The city will fight the 
attempt to demand duty, because that neces- 
sitates opening the packages and that would 
weaken the chain of evidencé when the trial 
of Turner and Dunlop comes up.

In this camp boys whose lives are usu- 
ally lived under great stress and discom- 
fort, with no access to nature or beauty— 
telegraph .boys, printers’ boys, carpen- 
ters’ boys, office boys and factory boys— 
meet for a two weeks’ outing of the most 
enjoyable and health-giving kind. 

The camp is.under the command of a 
naval officer, who maintains discipline, 
but enters heartily into the schemes for 
giving the boys a happy holiday. The 
amusements consist of bathing, cricket, 
quoits, football or rambles along the 
beach. 0 

Bach boy pays a little over $1 a week 
towards his expenses, thus learning self- 
help to some extent. While in camp he 
wears a sallor uniform, has regular drill, 
and is expected to take his turn at all 
the necessary duties about the camp. 
Here is a hint for American cities. 
Nothing pleases boys like camping out in 
the summer, by a large body of water if 
possible, No other single thing that 
could be done for the boys and youths of 
a big city could be productive of better 
results in building up the health of com- 
ing generations.

The full issue of the bonds is not in me 
market. A block of 3350, 000 only is on sale. 
These were purchased pr:vately by Mr. 
James Campbell, the broker, about a month 
ago. They are 5 per cent bonds, par value 
$100, priced at 91. He advertised them for 
sale yesterday morning, which was the first 


inkling had of he issue, save by stock- 
holders of the company ; 

Mr. Campbell, when seen at his home by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter last night, said: 

“These bonds were authorized by the 
stockholders of the company last January 
and are dated Feb. 1. Their issue was 
authorized in order to put in larger mains, 
new holders, these big tanks, you know, 
and additional ‘benches’ for the manufac- 
ture of gas at the different plants. This 
was thought necessary because of the in- 
creased consumption expected to result 
from the reduction in price. 

“It has not been found necessary until 
recently to dispose of any of the bonds. Tue 
necessity has not been occas:oned by dam- 
age from the tornado, but simply by the 
company pushing the work of construction 
and reconstruction rapidly because of the 
increased demand for service, which fully | 
equals the anticipation. . 

“The bond issue has had no effect on 
the stock of the company. The stock 
went down from 26.5 on May 25, on the 
adjournment of the Supreme Court of 
the United States without the expected 
decision in the Laclede Gas Light Co.’s 
case being forthcoming.

BABY WAS NOT MURDERED. 


So Finds the Coroner in the Case of 
Henry Stein’s Child. 


Henry Stein will not have to answer to 
the charge of murder because of the death 
of his 5-month-old baby, but he will have 
to stand trial for his harsh treatment of 
the child. Stein is now in jail at Bast St. 
Louis. 

Stein’s “baby died Friday evening, and 
the news spread rapidly that while he was 
in a drunken frenzy he had beaten it to 
death. It was also said when his wife pro- 
tested he beat her, too. 

Coroner Camp bell made a post mortem 
examination of the infant girl Saturday 
morning to learn whether it had not met 
a violent death, as was alleged. at the 
hands of its father. He found no marks cn 
the body, and then he tmpaneled a jury 
to hold an inquest. 

The mother testified in defense of -her 
husband, and alleged thet the baby had 
had intermittent fever for several weeks. 

The jurymen were impressed with the 
Coroner’s statement as to the lack of signs 
of violence, and they returned a verdut to 
the effect that death was due to intermit- 
tent fever. 

Stein’s contradictory statements of what 
he did to his child do not add confirmation 
to the Coroner’s verdict..He said when first 
arrested that his wife had beaten it. 
Yesterday morning he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he rolled.on the baby while 
he was asleep Wednesday night. 

The Steins were married at Central Sta- 
tion about a year ago. Mrs. Stein was a 
Miss Burgdorf. Both her father ani mother 
met tragic deaths two years ago.

THE PRESIDENT VETOES THE 
GENERAL DEFICIENCY . 


| 
FINDS TWO FATAL DEFECTS. 


The French Spoilation Claims Are 
Highly Objectionable and So Is 
the Chouteau Claim. 


® 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—The Presi- 
dent sent a message to the House of Repre- 
sentatives to-day -veto'‘ng the general de- 
ficiency bill. A motion was made to pass 
the bill over his veto, but the motion was 
defeated—40 to 149. Following is the mes- 
gage: 


To the House of Representatives: 
I hereby return without my approval 


House bill mumbered 8,293, entitled “An 
Act Making Appropriations to Supply Defi- 
ciencies in the Appropriations for the Fiscal 
Year, Ending June 1896, and for Prior 
Years and for Other Purposes.” 

To the extent that the constitution fas 
devolved upon the President a participation 
in legislation, I suppose his action on bills 
presented to him for approval involves a 
duty to be performed like others pertaining 
to Ris office, with care and circumspection, 
and in full view of his responsibility to the 
people and his obligation to subserve the 
public welfare. 

It is difficult to understand why, under the 
Constitution, it should’ be . to sub- 
mit proposed legislation to executive scru- 
tiny and approval except to invoke the ex- 
ercise of executive judgment and invite 
independent executive action. 

The unpleasant incidents which accom- 

any.this power would tempt its avoidance, 

f such a course did not involve an abandon- 
ment of constitutional duty and assent to 
the legislation for which the Excutive is not 
willing to share the resonsibility. 

I regret that I am constrained to dis- 
approve an important appropriation bill so 
near the close of the present session of 
Congress. I have, however, 15 immediate ac- 
tion, after the receipt of the bill, endeavored 
to delay as little as ible, a reconst¥uc- 
tion of this proposed legislation, thou I 
am thus obliged to content myself with a 
less complete explanation of my objections 
than would’ otherwise be submitted. 

This bill is in many of its features far 
removed from a legitimate deficiency bill 
and it contains a number of appropriations 
which seem to be exceedingly questionable. 
Without noticing in detail many of these 
items, I shall refer to the two of them 
which, in my judgment, justify my action in 
the premises. 


The bill appropriates $1,027,314.09 for a

Displeasure Felt Over the Lack of At- 
tention to Prince Henry at 
Moscow. . 


BERLIN, June 6.—There was a very poor 


attendance in the Reichstag this week, ow- 


ing to the fierce heat, less than thirty mem- 
bers beng present at its opening, and there 
is little prospect, in spite of the Emperor's 
expressed wish, that the civil code will be 
adopted before. the Reichstag adjourns. 
During the remainder of the session the 
Certralists intend to introduce and rush 
through a resolution to readmit the Jesuits 
to Germany. But, though its adoption by 
the Reichstag is certain, the Bundesrath 


will reject it. In the Hesse Diet a similar 
Jesuit admission bill was defeated on Tues- 
day by four votes. 

he Bundesrath will also reject the asso- 
ciation reform bill, which was passed by the 
on Wednesday, although popular 
opinion throughout Germany is in favor of 
the measure. 


The large sum of money spent upon the 
Government’s representation at the Moscow 
ceremonies and fetes was severely criti- 
cised in the Reichstag on Tuesday, ewen by 
the orthodox Centralist leader, Count Von 
Timburgh-Stirum. 

The Bundesrath is now considering 4 
measure providing for the transport of con- 
victed and discharged criminals to the Ger- 
man colonies in Africa, and especially to 
Southwest Africa, where the former are to 
be employed in railway building and other

Relief for storm sufferers is a topic of 

general discussion in real estate circles, 


and a great number of plans of relief have 
been advanced, few of a practical charac- 


ter. 

A prominent real estate agent is respon- 
sible for one plan that may serve to do a 
great deal of good in affording relief. 

“The real estate interests of the city,” 

d he, “are in better position to realize 
the great distress that is sure to follow 
the tornado than any one else. The great- 
est suffering will come to those who have 
their property incumbered with deeds of 
trust. a rule, such property has been 
bought on the installment plan. 

‘As a rule, also, such purchases are by 
are earners who have nothing but their 
daily earnings, as the payments on their 
homes have prevented their saving any 
money.

If a 
house and lot is worth, say, $4,000, and there 
is a deed of trust on it for $2,000, the property 
cértainiy good for an additional loan of 
OF so to be used in making repairs. 
e personal interest of holders of deeds 
of trust actually calls for some such ac- 
tion, for a house which with its lot was 
well worth $4,000, will be so damaged by the 
Weather if repairs are not at once made 
as to tremendously depreciate the value of 
the property, and the holder of the mort- 
gage will be the loser. 

“I would like to see the real estate agents 
take up this matter With their lending 
clients. I believe that much good can be 
done for the tornado sufferers, and that the 
interests of the holders of mortgages will 
be at the same time protected.“

The request of Mayor @V albridge upon 
Gov. Stone to call the General Assembly 
in extraordinary session is generally favor- 
ed, but at the same time there are some 
who advance reasons against it.

The Mayor said yesterday that he had 
made the request upon the Governor after 
mature reflection and consultation with 
members of the St. Louis delegation in the 
General Assembly and other conservative 
business men. They had agreed with him 
that it was the best course to pursue, and 
that the credit of the city could ably bear 
an increase in its bonded debt for such elee- 
mosynary purposes. 

Mayor Walbridge added: “I have hesi- 
tated to make such a request on Gov. Stone 
until I had fully gone over the situation, 
and am convinced that it is the readiest 
way to meet the emergency. St. Louis is 
freer from a large bonded debt than any 


r city in the United States; her credit 
ert a 2 premium both at home and 
across the ocean. Capitalists will eagerly 
take our bonds at low interest, and while 
I do not believe in running in debt, I feel

THE ASSESSOR CAN DO IT. 


Argued by the Labor Commissioner 
That St. Louis Doesn't Get the 
Taxes Clearly Due. 


Labor Commissioner Lee Meriwether de- 
lieves there is a better way for St. Louis 
to raise money for the extraordinary expen- 
ditures made necessary by the tornado than 
adopting Mayor Walbridge’s scheme to 
have the State constitution amended 80 
that bonds may be issued. 

Mr. Meriwether stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday afternoon that the Board 
of Equalization could meet and procure for 
the city a sufficient revenue for the relief 
of the distressed arid the erection of al 
necessary public buildings long before a 
constitutional amendment for the increase 
of the bonded indebtedness ot St. Louls 
could be adopted and taken advantage of. 

In support of his stand, Mr. Meriwether 
gave some startling figures relative to the 
assessment of taxable property in St. Louis. 

The Mayor wants a special session of the 
Legislature at an expense of $60, or $70.- 
000, said Mr. Meriwether, in order that the 
people may vote upon the amendment, and 
in event of its adoption, the next Legisla- 
ture pass a law permitting an increase in 
the city’s indebtedness. y go around 
Robin’s barn when there is a straight line? 
Why go to this great expense of time and 
money to get constitutional amendments 
and new laws when an honest and efficient 
administration of the law as it now stands 
would enable St. Louis not only to take 
care of the unfortunate tornado victims, 
but also to build unrtvaled hospitals, boule- 
vards and public buildings? 

Mr. Meriwether’s attention was called to 
the fact that at the t rate of $2.06 
upon the $100 worth of property St. Louis 
has not enough — to take care of 
tornado sufferers, build hospitals and public 
buildings. 5 

“That is where people make a great mis- 
take, was his answer. That rate upon the 
Assessor’s valuation may not be enough, 
but 32.05 upon the real value of St. Loule 
property would be sufficient to make our 
city so replete with magnificent public 
buildings as to rival Paris itself. Nowhere 
does the Assessor begin ‘to assess property 
at its true value. - Investigation of this 
subject in Missouri's 114 counties shows that 


tate, lands and houses, is only 35 per cent of 
the selling value. 

“In 1895 the ground whereon stands the 
Laclede ays cing, Fourth and Olive streets, 
sold for „500; three months later, June 1, 
5 that same ground was assessed at 
$125,650, or less than 39 per cent of its real 
value. On Biddle street, between High and 
Thirteenth is a lot for which Mr. H. Silver- 
berg paid Mr. N. E. Heitzberg, on Feb. 13 
1895, $12,000; the same property was assesse 
three months later at $2,942, which is barely 
24 per cent of the true value. A lot on 
Michigan avenue between Wyoming and 
Utah, which sold for $6,000 on Feb. 20, 1895, 
Was assessed three months later at only 
$650, but little more than a fenth of the 
real value. Another lot which, on Dec. 10, 
1894, sold for $6,500, was assessed at only 
$800, just 123-10 per cent of the real value. 
These are but a few illustrations out of 
hundreds that might be mentioned. 

The greatest room for improvement in as- 
Sessment methods is in the matter of street 
railway corporations. It is preposterous 
to ask for an increase in the bonded debt 
or a higher tax rate when the city treasury 
would be filled to overflowing were the street 
railways to pay St. Louis the back taxes 
they have owed for years past, and were 
they to pay a fair rental for the enormous- 
ly ee franchise privileges which they 
enjoy. 

“The street railways of Baltimore pay 
the city 9 per cent of their gross earnings 
for the right to use the public streets. Had 
St. Louls made for herself as good a bar- 
gain as was made by Baltimore’s city fath- 
ers, St. Louis’ street railways would have 
paid the city in 1895 franchise rents amount- 
ing to $463,490, instead of only $47,500, the 
amount they did pay. And even had they 
paid at the Baltimore rate, St. Louis’ street 
railways would still have been able to de- 
clare an 18 per cent dividend upon the cap- 
ital actually invested; and they would have 
been able to declare 4% per cent upon even 
their watered stock valuation of $37,987,000. 

“The Board of Equalization can meet 
long before Mayor albridge’s cumbrous 
plan of an extra session could result in 
good. Why not let the board use some wis- 
dom and good faith with the public in as- 
sessing property? If it does, there will be 
no need to raise the tax rate; $2.05 upon the 
$100 will be ample. Look, for example, at 
the assessed valuation of the street rail- 
ke Koad $4,246,190, while the real value is 


“The franchises conveying the right to 
monopolize street railway traffic over 300 
miles of track are worth $29,571,640—an4d the 
actual cost of construction was $8,415,360. 
Five per cent of the former (the legitimate 
return upon large capital) is $1,478,582. In- 
stead of this amount St. Louis receives 
yearly only $47,500. If this yearly rental 
of $1,478,582 were paid by the street railways 
they would still make $483,885, or 5% per cent 
clear on their actual investment of $8,415,360. 

“Let the Board of Equalization assess 
these 5 and others equitably and 
there will plenty of money. If the prop- 
er persons would insist, too, on the payment 
of the $25 license required by law on each 
car used, a large sum would be added to 
the revenue. The number of cars on which 
licenses are collected is 714. The number 
found by the Assessor was 1,480. 

“Assessments on the street railroads 
alone, if at all in proportion to their actual 
value, would yield a tax sufficient for the 
needs for- which a special session of the 
Legislature is asked. The total assessed 
valuation is $4,246,190. The actual value ts 

„987,000. ke some of the individual 
roads, the Lindell system, actual value, 
$7,000,000, assessed at $769,720; Missouri Street 
Railway Co., real value $4,440,000, assessed 
at $622,680. The road earns 5 per cent net 
on the amount given as its actual value. 

Not only are the assessments low but 
sometimes large sections of a road are 
not assessed at all. The Union Depot line 
operated fifty-four miles of track as far 
back as 9, . As late as June, 1895, 
it paid taxes on but thirty-four miles, a 
loss of $2,809 a year pn this item alone. 

“The result of this bureau’s investiga- 
tion shows that street ran are not 
only the recipients of immensely valuable 
franchises, free of all charge, but that 

“They are permitted to go without pay- 
ing ordinary ad valorem taxes. They are 

rmittea to evade payment of car licenses, 
Their real estate and personal property 
is at as low as ll per cent of its 
real value. . 

“How is it that the City Collector, who 
sends to il a peddier or huckster for 
neglecting his license, will entirely overlook 
the failure of a street railway company 
to pay license on scores of cars. Undoubted- 
ly the answer lies in the cact that street 
railways wield a tremendous political in- 
fluence. 

“If some public officials did not stand in 
mortal dread of it this condition would not 
exist and there would be money in the city 
treasury for all needs. But corporations 
remember their friends and never forget 
their foes.

It is urged that to tax the franchises 
would be as unjust as to tax the good will, 
for instance, of a newspaper. The Post- 
Dispatch building and presses did not cost 
perhaps over $150,000; yet the paper itself is 
easily worth $600,000, and pays dividends upon 
more than that figure. It is worth this be- 
cause of its good will and the brains and 
Management that causes it to find a ready 
sale. Because of these would it be just 
to tax the Post-Dispatch at $600,000 instead 
of $150,000? 

“The reasoning seems plausible. But what 
Tights does the Post-Dispatch enjoy which 
any other citizen does not? What is there 
to prevent any citizen from establishing a 
newspaper? When the city grants a fran- 
chise it grants an exclusive privilege, or 
monopoly. None other than the Missouri 
Railway Co. can run cars over the length 
of Olive street. 

“Despite the enormous increase of real 
values over assessed values, street railway 
owners plead poverty and even protest 
against taxes now imposed. They say there 
is no reason for taxing a street railway 
more than any other corporation or citizen. 
There is none, but it should be taxed as 
much. The St. Louis Suburban paid to the 
City Collector in 1895, $7,454.44 hat citizen 
with property the bare construction and 
equipment of which cost $563,920 additional 
to a valuable franchise werth $1,000,000 at a 
conservative estimate, can show a quit claim 
for all city taxes upon payment of only 
$7,454.44? Under the Baltimore plan the city 
would receive $41,570 from this road alone. 
In St. Louis there are 303 miles of street 
railway; in Baltimore but 200 miles. St. 
Louis receives annually but $152,406.25, while 
Baltimore, with two-thirds the amount of 
tracks, receives $312,608. 

“T repeat that if the Board of Equaliza- 
tion will do its.duty, and property in St. 
Louis, real estate as well as the street rail- 
ways, is assessed honestly as the 
law requires, there will 
cessity for an increase 
or rate of taxation of St. Louis. 
On the contrary, the present rate will fur- 
nish enough to restore every public building 
and erect all new ones that may be re- 
quired.”

St. Louis will this week entertain a royal 
visitor, it being no less than one of the 
rulers from the Orient.

This regal 
visitor is none than “Kedah,” the Sa- 
cred white el from Siam, as blue- 
blooded as any of the rulers of foreign 
lands. As this is the first visit of a genuine 
white elephant to any foreign country, St. 
Louis should be proud of being among the 
very first of cities to have an opportunity of 
viewing him—not @ city in Europe has ever 
been accorded such a splendid treat. White 
elephants are met with every day, and 
even in their native jungles they are not 
found in a lifetime. So great is the reve- 
rence in which they are held in Siam and 
Burmah that any person who is fortunate 
enough to capture one is as sure of a for- 
tune as the l miner who finds a stratum 
of gold. ‘White’ elephants in those coun- 
tries are by kings, owing to the 
peculiar belief of the Buddhists.

seems to be the discovery of a white 
derm, and extremely lucky is he w 
ceeds. It means for him a title of 
exemption from taxation and capi 


ishment, and a sufficient sum of money: 
to enable him to live th luxury the remain- 


So hunters are continually 
on the qui vive for a white elephant. The 
transportation out of the country of a white 
elephant is, by a royal edict, punished by 
death, and the family of the offender is 
also obliged to pay into the king’s ex- 
chequer a heavy fine in gold. Nothwith- 
standing the heavy penalty, one has been 
brought to this country, and a most perfect 
specimen at that. It was, however, with the 
greatest strategy and risk that this was 
accomplished, and Kedah placed on exhibi- 
tion in this country. 

‘‘Kedah” takes his name from the prov- 
ince of Siam, in which he was captured 
June 17, 1895, and is one of the most beauti- 
ful of his species. He is three feet nine 
inches high, weighs about 700 pounds, and 
is supposed to be a little over 2 years old. 
Perfectly docile is Kedah, allowing himself 
to be petted like a dog, and is therefore the 
pet of the ladies and children, and only 
uses his trunk in a playful quest after nuts, 
candy or any othér choice morsel a visitor 
might chance to have in his pockets, He 
is a perfect albino, of a pearl-white color, 
with a soft and delicate skin; behind the 
ears and at the end of the trunk the skin 
runs into a pinkish hue, while the hoofs 
are 1 and shine like polished ivo- 
ry. The little white foreigner is accompa- 
nied by a friend, hardly less curious and 
attractive than himself—a coal-black dwarf 
elephant called Lo-Lo, three feet in height, 
about 30 years of age, and a native of 
Borneo, and is as full of mischief as an 
egg is of meat. Native keepers are in at- 
tendance upon these curious pachyderms, 
and are themselves the recipients of much 
attention. Our citizens are indebted to the 
proprietors of “Famous,” Broadway and 
eo —— for the appearance of these unique 
specimens of the zoological world, and they 
will be placed on exhibition at their great 
establishment,commencing on Monday,June 
8, for a few days only.

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FOR THE VERANDA. ‘ | 


How to Furnish It for Summer, With 
an Eye to Comfort and Beauty. 


Whatever the interior of the country 
house may be, it will probably be pro- 


nounced worthless and unattractive if it 
is not equipped with a good-sized, com- 
fortable, cool veranda. t is 3 too 
much to ask that the veranda shall ex- 
tend about every side of the house, that 
it may offer a comfortable refuge at every 
hour in the day. 

The veranda once secured, the next ques- 
tion is What to put in it. The idea of 
converting a deep veranda into a sort of 
summer stiteching-room is a good one if not 
overw f such an attempt is made, 
great care must be taken not to shut the 
piazza in too 9 draperies and 
sdreens, and not had it with fur- 
nishings. The beauty of such an outdoor 
room is that it must be absolutely light 
and airy, and any cont¢ivance that shuts 
out light or sunshine or that cuts off the 
view of — fields or blue sky is to be 
discouraged. . 

If a screen of angKind is desired, grow- 
ing vines should answer the purpose ad- 
mirably. A Japanese screen or curtain of 
slender bamboo rods is not objection 
and if a drapery of any sort is conside 
stores are offering 


— 


necessary the furnishin 
some very pretty and inexpensive curtain 
stuffs that willanswer the purpose. These 
are of very light weight, are of striped pat- 
terns and cost but $%apair. Furthermore, 
which is a great point in veranda draperies, 
they may be washed. 

In the actual furnishing of the veranda 
comfort should be the first consideration. 
Accordingly a hammock should be the first 
thing bought. This should be as long and 
as capacious as possible, and it should be 
swung across the sightliest corner of the 
veranda, so that everything may conduce 
to the absolute comfort of its occupants. 
Hammock cushions may be obtained in all 
possible variety, and there can hardly be 
too many of them to make a veranda com- 
fortable. 

Veranda chairs should be roomy affairs 
of wicker bamboo or of pretty green rush 
wood, and each should have its own supply 
of cushions. Do not force summer loung- 
ers to sit upright in a narrow, straight 
chair; and, on the other hand, do not stow 
them away in rocking chairs, for there is 
no place where the sharp points of rockers 
are likely to cause more annoyance, It is 
effective and practicable to have one color 
such as bright red prominent in all the 
cushions and draperies. 

Two or more bamboo stands or tables are 
indispensable to the proper equipment of 
a comfortable veranda. One is for the 
lemonade or other refreshment that ver- 
anda existence so frequently demands.

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CREMATION IS A 
BURNING QUESTION 


MYSTERIOUS DEATHS HAVE RR. 
VIVED DISCUSSION. 


ARGUMENTS PRO AND CON. 


On Sanitary Grounds Cremation Is 
Advocated, but Custom and 
Sentiment Oppose It. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 5.—New York has been 
considerably stirred up of late by a number 
of mysterious deaths and suicides. In sev- 
eral cases the victims have expressed a de- 
sire to have their bodies cremated. The 
fact that their wishes have been carried 
out in each instance, has again brought up 
the old question of practicability of crema- 
tion. The topic has been thrown into the 
arena of discussion and the champions of 
thought have gone down to do battle for it. 
Moreover, sides have been taken, and a 
large number of Gothamites have taken up 
the subject pro and con. Besides, the press 
is devoting no little space to the argument 
of those favorable and unfavorable to this 
mode of disposing of the dead. Any topic 
that is attracting widespread attention the 


French call “a burning question.“ This 
subject of cremation is in a double 
sense a burning question. From a 
time whereof the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary, the dear forms of those 
who have departed this life have been 
borne forth and tenderly committed to the 
bosom of Mother Earth, dust to dust, ashes 
to ashes. It was nearly four thousand 
years ago that Abraham laid Sarah, his 
wife, in the grave under the oak of Mamre. 
This is probably the earliest mention made 
of the purchase and consecration of a bur- 
ial place for the dead. Not that the custom 
here originated. It seems as old as the 
human race. Since then how many like 
transactions have occurred, until now the 
whole civilized world is belted with ceme- 
teries, as the globe with zones. 


Recently a different method has been 
either resurrected from the pagan past or 
imported from contemporary and barbarous 
shores, and proposed as a substitute for 
our familiar practice of sepulture. In 
ancient Greece they sometimes burned their 
dead. In some parts of Asia, to this day, 
they reduce the body to ashes. These they 
either scatter to the four winds or preserve 
in jars. This is the process called crema- 
tion. It is being loudly and ostentatiously 
championed among us in the East, and 
trumpeted as a it were a new thing 
under the sun. Well, it is rather new within 
the Umits of civilization, though ancient 
enough outside those boundaries. But many 
have been led to favor and adopt cremation 
by the novelty of it. The Athenians, we are 
told, “spent their time in nothing else but 
either to tell or to hear some new thing. 
There is a good deal of old Greek blood in 
our American veins. There are those 
among us who, in imitation of the Athen- 
lans, go about from club to club, from 
house to house, from street to street, 
“spending their time 4 nothing else dut 
either to tell or to hedr some new thing. 
Tt is this class which cremating has 
enlisted. Most of those who advocate it, 
do so for a sensation. They will desert it 
o«norrow for the next “new thing. 

then they will consider cremation as trite as 
the multiplication table; or out of date, like 
a last year’s almanac.

Keep 
them forever green by streams from the 
neighboring hills. Shade them with groves 
filled with altars and mounds, Adorn: them 
with graveled pathways and over-arching 
pines. Fill them with monuments of our 
dead. Perfume them with the fragrant 
breath of flowers.

THE BICYCLE, 


Where Shall It Bé Kept and by 
Whom Shall It Be Cleaned? 


A question of no small moment among the 
ultra fashionable people of St. Louis who 
toil or spin not is what shall be done with 
the bicycle around the house. Where shall it 
be kept, and does it fall within the duties 
of servants to clean it? In dwelling houses 
there is generally an odd room down stairs 
somewhere in which one or more wheels 
may be stored within easy reach—few riders 
care to trust their bicycles to cellars. Where 
no such accommodation exists, the hall, if 
it be reasonably roomy, is sometimes used, 
and even libraries are not considered too 
good for the purpose if space elsewhere is 
lacking. No one seems to think nowadays 
that the presence of a bicycle in any part 
of the house requires explanation or excuse. 
It is not improbable, however, that in the 
future architects will be called upon to pro- 
vide a special bicycle chamber in all well- 
designed houses. It is in apartnient houses 
that the problem is most difficult of solu- 
tion, Proprietors are beginning to object 
to having wheels, more or less covered with 
dust or mud, trundied over their marble 
or carpeted corridors, and where there are 
two classes of elevators, most of them have 
relegated bicycles to the freight lifts. 

ere there are no elevators, many land- 
lords insist on having the wheel carried all 
the way up stairs, not allowing the owner 
to put it down on any point on the stairway. 
A few have furnished rooms down stairs 
in charge of the janitors in which bicycles 
may be stored, each having a chain by 
means of which its owner can make sure of 
reserving it for his own exclusive use. But 
this convenience,. which will undoubtedly 
have to be generally adopted, is by no 
means common yet, and tenants of apart- 
ment houses are put to all sorts of shifts 
to find suitable quarters for their machines 
in their apartments where economy of space 
is usually a feature. Many riders avoid this 
difficulty by keeping their wheels at clubs 
near the boulevard or the park, or in shops 
that make provision for storing them, but 
this is not a satisfactory arrangement for 
most riders. They prefer to ta care of 
their wheels themselves, partly because 
they are not sure that they will be properly 
looked after in the storerooms, and partly 


| because they fear that they cannot be sure 


that their Wheels. will be kept for their sole 
use. A really well-appointed club-house 
with dressing rooms and under thoroughly 
responsible management, where bicycles 
could be kept with safety and assurance of 
good care by efficient attendants, is a de- 
cided necessity in this city and would un- 
doubtedly pay well. Some of the social 
clubs are beginning to make arrangements 
of this kind, but only a few of them are 
well situated for the purpose, and they do 
not meet the wants of women and children, 
not to mention the large number of men who 
— — — connections. 

e cleaning question is equal] — 
The novelty of the thing serves to mi 
the drudgery of the work for a while with 
most riders of comparative youth, but that 
attraction soon wears off. o then is to do 
the work? Where a man-servant is kept it 
has been accepted as a — thing to in- 
clude the care of the bicycle among his 
functions.

I have seen the waiters in 
southern Germany go up to the silver urn 
on the cashier’s desk and drop their fees in 
there, to be distributed equally among the 
lot afterward. But I don't think the system 
would ever go here. The American likes to 
feel that his 25 cents ‘s going directly to the 
man who served him especially well, and 18 
not to be divided up among a dozen men or 
more.“ 


CIRCLES UNDER THE EYES. 


What to Do When These Dark Rims 
Appear. 


The orbit of the eye is filled with cellular 
tissue and fat, with many blood vessels. The 


skin under the eye is extremely thin, and if 
for any reason the blood vessels are relaxed 
the venous congestion is made manifest by 
the dark circles under the eyes. 

The remedy would be, of course, to find the 
cause and remove it. An effort should also 


be made to improve the local circulation, 
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Man can create nothing. He ean only 
produce, that is to say, change the form 
and situation of natural substances. 

Take grain, for instance. It is produced 
from the soil by changing the form of mat- 
ter; and by changing its location flour is 
produced from it at the mill, and thus 
bread is produced by modifying the condi- 
tion of natural substances. This illustra- 
tion involves the universal principle that 


wealth cannot be produced without labor, 
and labor, therefore, is the active factor in 
the production of wealth. 
labor does not include hired labor only, but 
all and every kind of labor. All human 
exertion in the production of wealth, be it 
the exertion of the richest employer or of 
the humblest servant, of the skilled or of 
the unskilled, is labor. 


Labor, however, without natural sub- 
stances to modify in accordance with the 
wants of the human race, is powerless to 
produce wealth, but natural substances we 
find in abundance everywhere. 

Trees grow in the forests and minerals are 
found in the bowels of the earth. 

The soil offers itself to the husbandman, 
the sea to the enterprising and bold sailor, 
and natural forces respond to the knowl- 
edge, skill and energy of labor. 

All these things are included in the term 
land, and land includes the whole material 
universe outside of man. Labor is the active 
factor in production, land is the passive 
factor. 

Labor acts upon land, land is acted upon 
by labor. Hence it follows that, since it 
is only by having access to land that labor 
can use natural substances or command 
natural forces, -to deny laborgaccess to 
Mother’ Earth, or charging an exorbitant 
price for the privilege of occupying certain 
portions of the earth, prohibits or curtails 
the production of wealth. 

Most people talk about capital without 
knowing what it really is. 

Buildings, poet? tools, etc., may be 
capital, but commercial paper, mortgages, 
bonds, slaves, money, etc., though they may 
represent capital and determine its owner- 
ship, are not capital. Nor is land capital. 
All — ital is wealth, but all wealth is not 
capital. 
he production of any kind of wealth is 
incomplete until it is in form and place to 
serve the ulffmate purpose of production, 
that is, consumption. Capital may be de- 
scribed as unfinished wealth. 

Bread in a bakery on the way to the con- 
sumers—an unfinished product—is capital; 
but bread on the dinner table being com- 
plete as a product, both in form and des- 
tination, is finished wealth and consequently 
not capital. 
The people who originally settled this 
country came here to stay, and what they 
had they brought with them. 

Some of them had nothing at all, most of 
them had very little, but they went to work 
and cleared the forest, cultivated the soil, 
built towns and villages, school houses, 
churches and ships, opened roads, etc., 
but none of them borrowed English capital 
and probably could not if so inclined. 

Although making a better living here than 
at home, some even acquiring a competence, 
none of them became so rich that he wished 
to carry back whatever wealth he had and 
enjoy it at his former home. The wealth 
produced by the original settlers they 
turned into capital to be used here and all 
had enough and to spare, and they suc- 
ceeded because the soil was free—could be 
had for the taking. Had the soil been 
owned the colonists would have been com- 
pelled to pay a larger and larger portion of 
their earnings to the owners of the land 
without receiving an equivalent and thus 
be despoiled of the fruits of their labor, as 
over 80 per cent of the people of this coun- 
try are to-day. 

Early Western settlers always had means 
enough to work the unused land they could 
get free. 

What to-day forces the settlers to borrow 
Eastern money is the monopoly of land 
which compels them to go so far that what 
they possessed has been spent in getting 
there and then they meet some fellow flour- 
ishing a paper title and refusing them ac- 
cess to God’s bounty except on such terms 
as he may see fit to dictate. By such means 
from the first the new sections of the 
country are drained of a large part of the 
wealth that should be used where it was 
produced, and as the tribute to be paid for 
permission to produge wealth there becomes 
heavier every year, it is not difficult to see 
why the East is rich and the West poor. 

In the good old days the robber barons 
used to lie in wait for their victims and from 
them forctbly took whatever was to them 
of value. 

They and their followers worked for a liv- 
ing, so to speak; they fought for the spoils 
and ran the risk of being wounded, maimed, 
killed or taken prisoners. Times are 
changed now and the robbers are change‘ 
with them. 

Ambuscades, midnight raids and the risk- 
ing of limbs, life and liberty are things of 
the past. 

Now all this is done openly; it is done 
twenty-four hours every day in the year, 
but the robbery is committed not in de- 
flance of, but according to law. 

Fortified castles have given way to pro- 
tected mills, factories and sumptuously 
furnished offices, the mailed knights have 
been supplanted by well-dressed, well-fed 
and luxuriously housed gentlemen of the 
new school, and managers, directors 
clerks and officious hirelings have displaced 
the followers of long ago. 

It is only as to méthod the middle-age and 
the modern robbers differ—a difference with- 
out a distinction. ' 

The despoiled rather seem to like the 
change, for instead of fighting for their 
Own, as in times gone by, instead of man- 
fully trying their utmost to prevent the un- 
ceasing and always successful attacks of 
legalized robbery and authorized piracy, 
the poor fools put their necks under the 
feet of self-chosen masters; pitifully they 
ask for the crumbs from off the tables of 
those whom they enriched without receiv- 
ing anything in return, and meekly 
are they praying for the hands that smite 
them, praying for the men who keep them 
in misery, starvation and degradation; for 
the men who compel them to dress wives 
and babes in tattered and torn clothes. And 
having done so, they rise and call their 
oppressors blessed! 

In these days of abnormally cheap news-

At 1914 South Broadway, was J. B. Stef- 
fen’s furniture store, which occupied a 
three-story brick building on the east side 
of the street. When the wind struck there 
it shaved off the entire front wall of the 
third-story, but discriminated at the sec- 
ond. On each side close to the side walls, 
was a full length window with large panes 
of glass, one to the sash. All the rest of the 
front of that floor is gone, but these two 
windows are still in their places, the frames 
intact and the glass not even. cracked. 
The window to the south was evidently 
open slightly at the bottom, as the drawn 
curtain behind it has been stained as if by 
rain, but otherwise no damage whatever 
was done to it. 

The very tall steeple and its prototype 
of a minaret, which tower above the Cath- 
olic Church of SS. Peter and Paul at 
Eight and Allen avenue, must have been 
lined with steel to have withstood the 
shocks as well as they did. The inter- 
mediate roof between them was badly 
wrecked, most of the debris falling into the 
body of the church and the very. steep roof 
of the east tower was also torn up very 
considerably. That the main roof should 
have been so damaged while the spires 
escaped is the more remarkable as the 
church lies east and west, the direction of 
the storm’s path, and hence the roof was 
to a very large extent protected by the two 
spires, 

One of the greatest freaks of the wind 
was the havoc wrought at Liggett & My- 
ers’ tobacco factory in the west end of the 
city. This plant is to be the largest in the 
world of its class, and consists of some 
thirteen buildings grouped close together. 
All lie east and west and apparently direct- 
ly in the storm’s progress. The natural 
inference would be that all were damaged 
to an approximately equal extent, but 
the effect was far different. The buildings 
in the south group were practically com-

One of the greatest of the many freaks is 
the effect upon a brick wall just north of 
the Soulard market plaza. This wall was 
about twelve feet high and ran the entire 
length of the block from Eighth to Ninth. 
It was used as an advertising medium, one 
firm taking it all, the name of their produc- 
tion being painted in white on a green back- 
ground. When the wind struck this wall it 
laid it over to the north so gently that each 
brick is in its own relative position as 
though all were strung on steel rods. The 
whole is slightly on a slope upwards from 
the street, so that the advertisement is 
plainly read from quite a distance, and upon 
a close examination it seems almost as if it 


had been painted in its present position.

Last year there were sent to Europe, as 
a basis for *his useful breadstuff, 750,000,000 
pounds of refuse from cottonseed oil and 
linseed oil mills, representing a value of ,- 
200,000. This material is mixed with various 
grains and fodders, so as to make a suitable 
ration for whatever purpose may be in view, 
whether it be flesh, milk or the support of 
beasts of burden. 

The oil mill refuse, known as cake or oll- 
cake meal, is very rich in flesh-forming 
substances. 
But now the Depar*ment of Agriculture 
suggests that instead of shipping the raw 
material the American farme anufacture 
it into cakes himself and sell them 90 his 
European cousin, It virtually creates an 
industry, one for which this country fur- 
nishes a rich supply of material at the mere 
semblance of a price.

Uncanny Device Which Induces 
Superstitious Rogues te Confess. 


— 


The Chicago police have a new system 
of “sweating” suspects. The process of 
“sweating” is familiar to the police of all 
cities. Perhaps two suspects are arrested. 
Neither will confess his own guilt or be- 
tray his accomplice. The prisoners are 
then “‘sweated’’ separately. Under a detec- 
tive, who is more skillful than the most ex- 


pert legal cross-examiner, they are plied 
with questions. Each is led to believe that 
the other has implicated him. Then in 
nine cases out of ten, feeling that they have 
been betrayed, they will tell all they know 
to implicate each other. 

Or it may be a suspect has no accom- 
plices, and no fear of anyone betmying 
him, In that case he is questioned about 
his whereabouts when the crime was com- 
mitted, about various incidents which tend 
to connect him with the crime. He is asked 
the same question in a dozen different 
ways. An innocent question, apparently in 
no wise connected.with the crime may lead 
to a conviction. The detective may know 
something of the prisoner’s whereabouts, 
or of an impelling motive. He may know 
nothing, in which case he will assume ‘to 
know much. If innocent the suspect has 
nothing to fear, but if he has anything to 
conceal the prisoner must be constantly on 
hfs guard or he will be tripped. The nervy- 
ous strain is fearful, hence the term “sweat- 
ing.” Sometimes prisoners collapse physi- 
cally under it, and fall in a faint. sa 
rule the guilty man will find himself cor- 
nered sooner or later, and will break down 
and confess. The hardened criminal will 
sometimes rise superior to the efforts of his 
remorseless cross-questioners. But it is 
only by stubbornly refusing to answer ques- 


tions.

The disaster which swept away their only 
home will result in the building of a more 
spacious and more adequate home for the 
care of the city’s afflicted in the future. 


Had the storm king deferred his visit for 
ust five days he would have snuffed the old 
uilding out of existence on its 50th birth- 
day, for the first stone was laid on June 1, 
At a meeting of the City Council held 

on June 10, 1845, an ordiance providing for 
the construction of a city hospital was 
passed and a committee was appointed to 
select a site.

Nearly one-fourth of the 403 patients were 
injured in some manner and almost as large 
a number broke out and ran away. These 
truants were at first thought to be buried 
in the ruins, but one by one they came back 
to have their wounds dressed until finally, 
four days after the storm, the last of the 
missing had been accounted ‘for. 

There is no doubt that the heroism of 
the nurses did much to prevent fatalities 
during the storm, Miss Wall, the Super- 
intendent of Nurses, prevented seventy- 
five men in Division 9 from stampeding. 
When the men were preparing to flee in 
terror from the ward Miss Wall braced 
herself against the door and told them to 
stand back. They obeyed her. When the 
walls fell out they were left standing unin- 
jured in the middle of the floor. 

Acting on the instructions of a nurse, the 
patients in the surgical ward all crawled 
under their cots, They were ail buried in 
the ruins, but the cots protected them and 
a4 were dug out an hour later uninjured.

One of the persons in St. Louis on whom 
this change has thrown a cloak of gloom is 
Louis Foster, who for 2 years has worked 
at the Opera-house in one capacity and an- 
other and was last season electrician. 

When Louis heard of the change he con- 
sidered it a sacrelige on the profession. For 
twenty years he had worked with the stars 
of the world and disdained to manipulate the 
lights for the commoner of the profession. 
Last winter it was hard to secure good 
attractions and one week the Grand found 
itself without a booking, but on short notice 
they ran in a melodrama of the dime-novel 
sort. It was the best to be had at that time 
and it was considered better to take that 
than let the house go dark. Louis Foster 
was the maddest man in town all that week. 
He considered the presence of such a com- 
pany an outrage and was not slow to tell 
the manager 80. 

The change of ownership and management 
of the Grand, which will not take place 
until August 1, brings back to the old St. 
Louisans the palmy days of the “Grand 
Stock Co., a company whose members af- 
terwards became individually famous. 

George J. Barnett, still living, designed 
the plans for the old theater and Pe 
to have it ready for the first performance 
by May 10, 182. J. M. Field was the man- 
ager, and just at present, while the recent 
death of his daughter, Kate Field, in Hon- 
olulu, is being widely discussed, the mem- 
ory of him comes back to old theater go- 


ers. . 

There was considerable apprehension that 
the new theater would not be ready for oc- 
cupancy at the time advertised, and the 
building being of public interest, every one 
was telling Mr. Field that hé would not be 
able to open May 10. This information 
from so many sources gave Mr. Field the 
theme for a piece which he wrote and called 
Fou Can't Open.“ 

Well, they did open at the appointed time, 
and Field’s play was the first to be given 
on the stage of the Grand. When the the- 
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and Locust street. Senor FPspinosa had 
charge of the ballet, and a peculiar thing 
was that after farty-four years absence 
he plaved at the Grand only a few weeks 
ago when he was with Henry Irving. 

At that time reserved seats were a new 
thing and they were put in the Theater of 
Dramatic Variettes when it opened. The 
management had apprehensions that the 
audience would not understand what they 
were and this sentence was printed at the 
bottom of the programme: 

„Tickets to the parquette will be accom- 
panied by a printed number of the seat pur- 
chased, which number visitors will retain,

After a few years of success the theater 
started a stock company and it soon became 
one of the most famous in the country, Ed- 
win Forrest rose through it from obscurity 
to the pinnacle of success and E. L. Daven- 
port; father of Fanny Davenport, was a 
member of the company. Laura Keene, J. 
W. Wallack, Jr., Charlotte Cushman, Susan 
Denin, James H. Hackett, Ben DeBar, John 
Collins, Barney Williams, Matilda Heron, 
Edwin Adams, Julia Dean aud Lucile West- 
ern were all members of the company, and 
they each attained fame. 

St. Louis was a better show town then 
than now, as is shown by the record of 
Matilda Heron, who for seven straight 
weeks play Camille“ in the old opera 
house, whe fterwards the postoffice was 
erected at Third and Olive streets. 

In the sale of the Grand Opera House 
Pierre Chouteau has not overlooked the re- 
ward for the faithful attaches to his house. 
He has assured Mr. McManus that he will 
back him for any amount in any business 
in which he wishes to go and those of the 
employes who have been with the house a 
long time will be given other positions 
equally good. 

Mr. Chouteau says that he will build a

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SHAW'S GARDEN 
WAS BADLY HORT. 
But It Will Be Open To-Day With 


The thousands of visitors who will enter 
Shaw's Garden this afternoon will be loath 
to believe the vast amount of damage 
wrought by the awful tornado of May 27. 

While this ideal garden was literally rid- 
dled by the terrible gale, and for the suc- 
ceeding few days presented a heart sicken- 
ing sight, the work of restoration has been 


going steadily and rapidly forward, and 
were a stranger to visit the park he would 
never suspect the awful ordeal through 
which it has so recently passed, and he 
would at once crown it the green garden 
spot of St. Louis. . 

The uprooted trees, shrubs, flowers and 
plants, and all manner of debris which 
covered the garden the morning succeeding 
the storm have been removed. The unsight- 
ly holes left by the magnificent trees up- 
rooted in the beautiful lawns have all been 
filled, and sod has been so skilfully placed 
over the spot that to detect where a fine 
tree stood a fortnight ago and which is now 
gone is an impossibility. 
Perhaps a little more haste has been ob- 
served in the restoravion of Shaw’s Garden, 
or the Missouri Botahical Garden, as it is 
more properly, but not so popularly termed, 
than any other of the damaged parks. The 
reason ig that the trustees and superintend- 
ent are apxious for the place to be seen at 
its best tc-day, and while the results are 
far more gratifying than any one would 
have thought possible a week o, James 
Gurney, the superintendent, would like to 
be given a little longer time in which to 
make the place pérfect. 

To-day is the first Sunday in June and it 
is one of the imporvant days in the year at 
this beautiful and instructive pleasure 
ground, Only on the first Sundays in June 
and September of each year are the gates 
of Shaw’s Garden thrown open to she pub- 
lic. This is in accordance with the will of 
the late Henry Shaw, who bequeathed the 
park to the city. The days are fixed and the 
trustees and managers have no choice bu» 
to obey the mandate. Much as they would 
prefer this year to ——— the summer 
opening, the park will be open to the public 
from 2 o’cl this afternoon till sundown 
and thousands of people will walk through 
it and view the rare collection of beautiful 
flowers. 

In the early reports of the storm’s rav- 
ages it was thought that Shaw’s Garden 
had suffered almost, if not quite, as much 
as Lafayette Park. And a casual observer 
wquld have so declared. The preparations 
for the summer Sunday opening had been 
in progress for some time. The hundreds | 
of well-made fower beds had been filled 
with the choicest plants. from the green 
houses, and had not the storm appeared the 
garden would never have presented 80 
beautiful a sight. The wind literally de- 
molished many of the beds, tore the flow- 
ers up by the roots and scattered them all 
over the place in tangled masses. Of | 
course, there Was a reserve left in the 
green houses, but they were intended to re- 
place individual plants in case of an ac- 
cident. The heavy draft thus made n the 
reserve has not only completely exhausted 
It, but has forced the t g of many 
specimens that were passed as being in- 
ferior. 

Naturally only the choicest of plants 
were selected for first | 9pm and these 
were the ones destroyed. While the green 
houses have been almost depopulated 15 the 
additional drafts on them the garden itself 
has been made again to blossom ag the 
rosé, and one not an adept at floricul- 
ture would never suspect that the flowers 
now growing in the garden are not gems 
of the first water. 


The greatest damage sustained by reason 
of the storm, and a misfortune that it will 
take years to overcome, was in the partial 
destruction of what is called the arboretum 
Here was a twenty-five-acre tract of ground 
adjoining the garden proper on the west. 
It was just outside the massive stone fence, 
but has ever been one of the most attractive 
and valuable features of the gardens. In 
this twenty-five-acre t was probably the 
greatest collection of trees indigenous to the 
temperate zones ever collected in one place. 
The collection was complete and while it 
not contain every species it did 
embrace every family of trees known 
in the températe zones, and many of the 
families were represented by all the differ- 
ent species. There were great groves of 
magnificent oaks of centuries’ growth. 
Stately elms were on easy terms with the 
raceful lindens, while all of the maple 
amily was represented by the choicest spec- 
imens. Besides there were beeches and 
birches, sycamore and sassafras, pine and 
cedar, ginko and hornbrom, willow and 
catalpa, locusts and larches, sweet gum 
and sour gum, hickory and walnut, per- 
simmon, sprucé, magnolia, mulberry, buck- 
thorne, Kentucky coffee, the smoke tree, 
dogwood and all known trees. 

The tornado played havoc with these trees. 
While the arboretum had been growing for 
years, and while it was time that some of 
the trees had attained so great a size as to 
prevent the proper maturity of other speci- 
mens, and a judicious thinning would prob- 
ably have had a beneficial effect, the weath- 
er gods did not exercise commendable judg- 
ment in selecting the trees to destroy. 

Fully twenty-five per cent of this magni- 
ficent collection was sacrified to the fury of 
the tornado. The hurricane, however, was 
no respecter of values, and instead of select- 
ing such trees as could be best spared, 
many of the rarest and most valuable speci- 
mens were laid low. The pines, which are 
hardest to grow to perfection here, and in 
which eae pride was taken, fared the 
worst. The finest specimens were uprooted. 
The follage was so dense and the trees so 
eturdy that the largest were snapped as 
though they were so many dry twigs. The 
smaller trees and shrubs bent before the 
blasts and many were uninjured. 

While many ‘valuable specimens were de- 
stroyed and to replace them is well nigh an 
émpossiblity, the Arboritum is still a bower 
of beauty, and what trees remain will thrive 
all the better for the additional room in 
which they have to expand. 

However, the magnificent collection of 
agare, yucc& and cactus in the rockery 
at the eastern side of the Arboritum escaped 
destruction ig a source of wonderment to 
any who view it. This collection is said to 
be the largest and most valuable of any 
every secured. The plants were placed in all 
the little nooks and crannies in the rockery 
and presented a most pleasing appearance. 
On three sides the rockery was surrounded 
by a grove of mammoth linden trees. It 
was right in the path of the storm and 
a large number of the trees were leveled 
The remarkable thing is that not a single 
tree fell on the rockery. They fell on all 
sides and temporarily hid it from view. 

On his first tour of inspection Mr. Gurney 
sup collection was ruined, but 
when the workmen cleaned the wrecked 
trees ffom around them it was found that 
not a single specimen was injured. 

Another place where the destruction was 
most severe was in the grove in front of the 
old Shaw residence in extreme southern end 
of the gardén. is * comprises about 
an acre of ground and is surrounded by an 
iron fence. Before thé storm there stood in 
this enclosure about 200 ideal specimens of 
shade tree, e grove was planted nearly a 
half century ago under the personal super- 
vision of „ Shaw himself. Only the 
choicest of thrifty young trees were planted 
and many of the trees were imported from 
Europe. Bos | received unusual care and

One of the places that at first appeared to 
have suffered greatly was the Economie 
Collection,” but after a careful examina- 
tion it was seen that the damage was com- 
paratively slight and would be repaired in 
a few months. , 

This economic collection embraces the 
trees and shrubs from which articles of 
commerce, foods, medicines, dyes, etc., are 
made. In this collection are such speci- 
mens as the rubber tree, the nux vomica 
from which strychnine is made, the quinine 
tree, the logwood tree, the oil tree, Which 
furnishes the oils for many AHerfumes, the 
cinnamon, spice, tea and Coffee trees, thé 
ebony, mahogany and Wak trees and the 
lignum vitae, which Sirnishes the hardest 
wood known. 

These trees will n%¢ survive the winters in 
this climate and art, grown in tubs, so that 
they may be carrie} into the green houses 
in the winter. When the storm struck the 
economic collection it overturned the greater 
part ot the 50 specimens, But when they were 
set up again E Was found that the greatest 
damage they suffered was being covered 
with mud. This has now been washed off 
and the trees present almost as neat an ap- 
pearance as they did before the storm. 

The only building to suffer serious dam- 
Age was the Linnean House. This was the 
largest and finest plant house in the city. 
In the wirter it shelters the palms and 
other tender plants. When the storm came 
it had besn emptied. The wind caught the 
roof and carried it fifty feet distant. 


Mr. Rufus J. Lackland is President of 
the Board of Trustees which controls 
Shaw’s Garden. The day after the storm 
Mr. Lackland droye out and viewed the 
wrecked scene, Although he saw it at 
its worst, and the task of restoring the 
garden to its former beauty seemed well 
nigh am hopeless one, he instructed Mr. 
Garney to employ all the help he could 
and spare no expense in repairing the dam- 
age the tornado had wrought. 

How well Mr. Gurney and his y of 
assistants have performed their vo will 
be attested by the thousands who will 
visit the place to-day. 


TERRAPIN FARMING. 


How the Raising of the 1 tamond-Back 
Is Carried On. 
While the demand for terrapin is restrict- 
ed, being confined to the limited portion 
of the rich who have epicurean tastes, the 
cultivation, or farming, as it is called, of 
this priceless little animal is on the increase, 
It is doubtful, though, whether this great 
delicacy of the epicure will be cheapened 
to any appreciable extent by the multiplic- 


ity of the farms, for the choice variety, 
which cost about $5 aplece, will always be 
scarce, Still, if inexperienced persons are 
attracted to the indiscriminate cultivation 
of the terrapin by the inducement of large 
profits, it Is possible that in time the com- 
mon varieties, now worth from $15 to $20 a 
dozen, will thrive to the extinction of the 
rare diamond backs.“ 

A typical terrapin farm, says the New 
York Journal, contains about two or three 
acres of land and water. It is surrounded 
by a board fence to prevent the animals 
from escaping. . The interior is divided into 
lots. There must be sufficient marshy 
ground provided for the terrapins, which 
burrow in the mud during cold weather. 

The eggs are laid in the sun, The fe- 
male claws a hole in the sand, hollowing 
it out in the form of an inverted cone with 
the greatest nicety. In this nest she de- 
posits her eggs, usually about a dozen, and 
then packs the sand down with the hard 
shell of her breast. The eggs are hatched 
by the heat of the sun, ten weeks being 
the average time of incubation. When the 
little terrapins dig themselves out of the 
sand they take at once to the water, and 
are able to take care of themselves, 

The terrapin makes his winter quarters 
at the bottom of the pond. The older ones 
sleep all through the cold weather, while 
the younger ones remain around the edges 
of the bank. ; 


TRUE CAUSE OF SUNBURN. 


An English Scientist Makes a Discov- 
ery That Destroys Several Theories. 


Sunburn is not caused by the heat of the 
guh, as almost everybody thinks. This is 
what Dr. Bowles, an English scientist, who 
has devoted fifteen years to the study of 
this particular subject, says, It is due to 
the violet or ultra-violet rays which form 
part of the sun’s gift to the earth, which 
much resembles the X rays“ in their power 
of penetrating the human tissues. 

Dr. Bowles gives it as his opinion that 
sunburn, snowburn, snow blindness, sun- 
stroke and sun-fever may all be associated 
with penetrating light rays rather than the 
action of heat. Very serious inflammatory 
changes are often the result of sunburn, 
and many so-called “summer eruptions” 
are due to the penetration of reflected lu- 
minous or photo-chemical rays to the deep- 
er tissues beneath the skin. In one bad 
case which Dr. Bowles examined he noticed 
that the victim’s face was not only swollen 
and red, but deeply pitted as well, and on 
examining these pits beneath a magnifying 

lass he found at the bottom of each a 

reckle. It was clear that in each case the 
freckle had sto the action of the rays 
which did the mischief to the tissues lying

HURRAH FOR THE 
ST. LOUIS POLICE. 


Instead of an Increase, the Terna- 
do Brought Decrease of Crime. 


The fact that St. Louis is practically free 
from crime, especially at this time, is not 
only considered marvelous by Maj. Har- 
rigan, but the chief of every large city in 
the country is quietly scribbling notes on 
„How to suppress crime after a tornado.” 

The lack of crime is simply attributable 
to the management of a well-trained po- 
lice department, the immediate and efficient 


co-operation of the Police Commissioners 
in giving Chief Harrigan 150 extra men, 
and in personally inspecting the wrecked 
district to see exactly and accurately what 
Measures were necessary. 

Chief Harrigan’s management of the 900 
men now in his department, their distri- 
bution into a where their presence 
would do the most good has been com- 
mented upon and complimented by nearly 
every Chief in the country, who has taken 
an interest in the supervision of crooks and 
criminals during the period following upon 
a calamity like the one which visited St. 
Louis May 27. 

The Captain of each district has lost 
sleep in the direction of his forces and 
Chief of Detectives Desmond has been on 
the go all the time, and his entire force of 
about 45 detectives and special officers, in- 
cluding the six Chicago detectives, have 
had no rest. 

One would naturally suppose that with 
this magnificent force of trained officers the 
police stations and the jail would 
crowded with suspects and known thieves. 
To support this supposition are the tele- 

ms from the chief of a half-dozen cit- 


es, saying that on the night of the storm 
— loc crooks and thugs left for St. 
ulis. 


Then there are the thieves who call St. 
Louls their home, and above all is the 
superior inducements extended to the crim- 
inally inclined. There are the thousands of 
wrecked homes and buildings, with many 
more thousands of dollars worth of valua- 
bles buried beneath the debris, not a light 
burning in the tornado’s path—leaving the 
district in total darkness. The modern and 
sensible thief, if there be such ones, would 
not desire a better 1 to ply his 
pillage and the vandal’s opening to loot the 
ruins was never better. The ghoul never 
had a better opportunity to rob the dead 
bodies than he did the first day or two after 
the tornado, when bodies were lying all 
over the afflicted district. For instance, 
the body of a little French woman lay on 
a fallen door all day Thursday and part of 
the night before it could be removed to 
the Morgue, and it would have required 
but a minute for a ghoul to have found 
$562 on her. 

Yet there was not a single person arrest- 
ed charged with pillage or robbing the dead. 
No fallen home was invaded by tbe rob- 
ber, and the victim of the tornado was not 
searched by the ghoul. 

There can be but one reason for these 
almost marvelous facts—the watchfulness 
of the police and their eagerness to sup- 
press crime. Each individual policeman 
seemed to realize the consequences of the 
awful calamity and to know that crime 
would run riot were he to in the least in- 
stance peglect his duty. Some patrolmen 
have worked twenty-four hours at a time, 
but none have complained. They knew 
the agonizing distress into which the storm 
threw this city and responded promptly to 
the call of their captains. 

Another fact to be marveled at is the in- 
ducements offered to individuals of nefari- 
ous instincts. Following on the tail of the 
tornado comes the blican National 
Convention; two such attractions thieves 
never heard of and it was natural that those 
of criminal inclinations in other cities 
should flock to St. Louis to fill both engage- 
ments. 

During the last five days of May, begin- 
ning with May N, the day of the storm, 269 
arrests were made, while the previous five 
days 462 were made in the city and that was 
considered small. Thursday, the day after 
the tornado, and when crooks from all over 
the country arrived in the city, and it was 
expected that the police would have all they 
wanted to dodn running in criminals, but 4 
arrests were made, and they were mostly 
on charges of drunkenness and disturbing 
the peace. It has been more than ten years 
in this city since so low a number as thirty- 
four arrests were made in one day. That 
was the most quiet day that any of the po- 
lice officials can remember; that is, in the 
matter of arrests, but, of course, they were 
be busy with the crowds.
